We do not suppose 
that the Government thinks that this new 
penalty will discourage the authors of out- 
rage; the Order clearly is designed to put 
moral and economic pressure on the whole 
body of the citizens. If is a weapon of 
force, and, so long as the Irish people are 
willing to remain idle spectators of a con- 
flict of armed forces, they will continue 
to pay for the losses on both sides. 

In his speech in Saturday's debate 
Sir Robert Woods said that an Irish 
peace could not be achieved by the

}sion. We must agree, at any rate, that 
Ireland cannot afford to wait until the 
present methods have been successful. To- 
day she is bleeding at every vein. If the war 
of crime and reprisal is maintained for 
two years, or even for a year, a peace of 
| exhaustion will find her at death’s door 
and as far removed as ever from political 
settlement. At this moment the desire 
for peace is almost universal in both 
countries, and we agree with Sir Robert 
Woods that, once negotiations were made 
possible, a satisfactory and permanent 
peace could be arranged within a 
month. In suggesting, however, that 
the first overture ought to come 
from the Government, Sir Robert Woods 
forgets, we think, that already it has 
made a substantial overture by laying 
down the terms on which it is prepared 
to discuss peace. He says what is, un- 
happily, quite true—that Sinn Fein does 
not regard the killing of British soldiers 
as murder; but that, of course, is not his 
own opinion nor is it the opinion of any 
other: loyal subject of the Crown. Cer- 
tainly it is not the Government's opinion, 
and, even if it were, we cannot see what 
new political concession suth an opinion 
would impose upon it. On the other 
hand, why should Sinn Fein’s belief in 
the justice of its cause and actions impose 
upon it the duty of maintaining “armed 
at such terrible cost to the 
peace and prosperity of Ireland? Surely 
it recognises now that a victory of force

The Triple Crown. 


By defeating Scotland at Inverleith on 
Saturday England won the Triple Crown 
and the Calcutta Cup. The result did not 
come as a surprise, The English Rugby 
Fifteen is a great side—probably the best 
that England ever has produced—and it 
deserves its honours. The “pack ” is good 
both in the loose and in the scrummages ; 
the three-quarter line is very nearly as 
good as the Welsh line of fifteen years 
ago; and the full-back is “safe,” if not 
brilliant. It is to the half-backs, however, 
that the side owes its greatness. In the 
opinion of the most eminent critics, 
Kershaw is the finest scrum half-back who 
has ever donned a football jersey, and, by 
general agreement, his partner stands head 
and shoulders above his contemporaries. 
Individually they are brilliant, but their 
value to the side lies in their perfect 
understanding of each other's game, It 
must be admitted, however, that this 
“star” English team has been favoured 
by circumstances. In Wales Rugby foot- 
ball is at a low ebb just now, and neither 
Scotland nor Ireland has recovered from 
the effects of the war. England has a 
far greater “nursery” than any of the 
sister countries, and consequently in her 
case the damage has been repaired more 
quickly. This year’s Irish Fifteen was one 
of the youngest on record and has given

THE COST OF IRELAND. 
Saturday 's debate on the Supplementary Irish 

Estimates offered the Government an oppor- 


tunity. to re-state their Irish policy, observes ‘ 


The Temes. *They failed to seize it. Though 
the amount of the Supplementary Estimate 
may have seemed small, the extraordinary ex- 
penditure on Irish administration has been 
large, and had they wished it, they might have 
found in the debate an occasion for a fuller 
justification of the demands they have made 
upon taxpayers. Were they able to prove that 
a continuance of the present conditions in Ire- 
land was inevitable, the country would not ask 
that the Irish Executive should be hampered by 
lack of fands.. The cost of policing Ireland in 
present circumstances must necessarily be high, 
particularly when instruments like the Auxiliary 
vision are employed. The machinery of 
Dublin Castle, strengthened, as it. has been, by 
addi‘ional officials, cannot be worked cheaply. 
Neversheless, the financial position of 
this country renders it essential that 
members of Parliament should not only 
assure themselves that the money. de- 
manded is mecessary for the execution 
of a prescribed policy, but also that they should 
test the foundations upon which that policy 
resis. The cost of that policy is not repre- 
sented by the Estimates alone. Heavy though 
it be, the monetary expenditure on Ireland is 
far less than the true cost of the Irish situa- 
tion to this country. The paralysis which has 
overtaken Irish commercial and industrial de- 
velopment involves immense end cumulative loss 
both to Ireland and to Great Britain, while to 
that loss must be added the rapid deterioration 
of good-will in our trading relationship with the 
Irish peonle. Besides, there are other in- 
direct losses. The conditione of their present 
enployment are seriously affecting the armed 
forces of the Crown in Ireland. A large num- 
her of our Regular soldiers are stationed there 
most of them young and inexperienced men, 
are the raw material out of which our 
post-war Army is being fashioned. However 
zealous the Military Command, it must be 
virtually impossible to procure in Ireland the 
conditions essential to proper training.

An official statement from Military Headquar-

ng’ street at 6.35 this evening three 
bombs were thrown and a number o 
ver shots fired at it. 

Two of the bombs burst in the lorry, killed two 
of the occupants, and wdunded six others, 
including an officer. 

The fire was returned, but the result is un- 
known. 

A later report states that three civilians are 
known to have been wounded in the ambush. 

The ambush occurred in one of the busiest 
thoroughfares of the city on Saturday night. 

Hundreds of people who were shopping were in 

the narrow thoroughfare known as Wexford 

street, which extends from Bishop street to 

Camden row. Between the latter point and 

Kelly’s corner military had heen engaged from 

six o'clock in searching publichouses. and stop- 

ping persons passing along. ile these opera- 
tions were proceeding a military lorry contain- 
ing a number of armed soldiers passed down 

Camden street in the direction of Dame street. 

According to eye-witnesses, two or three bombs 

were thrown at the lorry just at a point where 

Wexford street is very narrow. 

Immediately a scene of the greatest confu- 
tion ensued. The explosion of the bombs was 
very loud, and at the same time there was con- 
siderable revolver fire. People rushed for 
shelter, and many threw themeelves flat on the 
pavements. 
_ It would appear that two of the bombs landed 
in the centre of the military lorry, and as a 
result two soldiers were killed outright, six 
others being wounded. The remainder opened 
fire, and several casualties amo 
are reported. One was 
labourer, 12 Upper Mercer street, who received 
a bullet wound in the chest.

NEW CURFEW ‘ORDER. 
RESULT OF AMBUSHES. 


SERIOUS EFFECT IN CITY. 


On and from to-night, and until further 


notice, according to an _ official 
announcement, the Curfew Order will 
be enforced in Dublin between the 
hours of 8 p.m. and 5 am., except in 
the area covered by the “F” Division 
of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
where the hours will remain as at 
present. . 


“F' Division is the district between Merrion 
Gates and Dalkey. 

The extended Curfew, with its staggering blow 
at business, marks the beginning of an ex- 
tremely depressing period in the city of Dublin. 
People bore resignedly the restrictions ' of 
twenty-five months which sent them indoors at 
a time when formerly they were in the middle 
of their amusement. Now there is hardly time 
left for any business out of doors after the even- 
ing meal. But the effect of the curtailment of 
“iree” hours will be more serious in the 
economic sphere. For many amusement houses 
which have been struggling agamet the time 
limitation during the year almost all hopes of 
financial recovery are shattered. Their workers 
will probably soon join the increasing thousands 
of unemployed, and it is feared that public ser- 
vices and some private firms may also be forced 
to dispense with employés. 

THE THEATRES. 

Several theatres of the city have gradually 
fallen out of the list of amusement houses, With 
reduced attendances, they had carried on with 
“ two houses ” under the 10 o'clock closure, and 
the extension to 9 o'clock two weeks ago forced 
either a resort to the “one house” arrange- 
ment or the temporary suspension of business. 
Now all theatres and picture houses have de- 
cided to abandon the automatic adjustment of 
performances to the altered Curfew. gp | 
will be done in regard to theatres until al 
amusement house managers meet in consultation 
this morning at 11 o’clock.

COUNTY CORK BATTLE.

A SIX HOURS’ BATTLE. 


It was learned unofficially yesterday that 
two lorries with Crown forces left Dungarvan 
after midnight on Saturday, and effected an 
arrest near Waterford. When returning they 
were fired upon two miles: from Dungarvan. 
The troops returned the fire, and got through 
with their prisoner, but with a military officer 
and a police sergeant missing. 

A relief party proceeded to the scene, and 
found the military officer. They were again 
fired on, and a motor driver was dangerously 
wounded in the head; he died soon afterwards. 
One dead body of the attackers was picked up, 
and six others dead were observed. Arms, 
ammunition, and bombs were seized. 

The dead body of the missing sergeant was 
found about a mile from Dungarvan. He had 
been blindfolded, and a card with the word 
" Executed " written on it was found pinned to 
hie body. The body bore the marks of several 
bullets. 

The military officer's name ie stated to be 
Captain Thomson, and that of the dead police- 
man Sergeant Hickey. 

Our Dungarvan Correspondent, writing on 
Saturday, says:—Consternation seized the 
people of Dungarvan when the news of the 
ambush near the town was reported this morn- 
ing. Some of the people heard the shooting 
during the night and saw the Verey lights. The 
military Crossley cars were returning from The 
Pike, on the Waterford road, when. they were 
fired at from behind the fences. A motor car 
er “namá Í Captain Thomson and some of the 
military brought up the rear, and when fire 
was opened on them they got out and replied 
It would appear that the ambushers were 
in squads at various parts of the road, and the 
military were met here aná there by tifle fire 
The battle began at two o'clock and lasted until 
eight o'clock.

MAN SHOT DEAD,

Writing under Sunday's date, our Cork Cor- 
respondent saye:—Á series of ing occur- 
rences in Cork last night resulted in the desth 
of one civilian and the serious wounding of 
three others. 

John Sheehan, attendant at Cork Lunatic 
Asylum, Blarney etreet, was shot dead in his 
‘house, in the presence of his family, by armed 
men. He was s of giving information 
to the authorities, which led to the sensational 
discovery of an Irish Republican arsenal in the 
vicinity of the asylum, when a girl was found in 
steel y-armour, endeavouring to escape with 
a Lewis gun. Some time later, while talking to 
& policeman near his house, unknown men 

at him, wounding him severely, but he re- 
covered. His body has been removed to the 
ae Hospital, where an inquiry will be 
eid. 


In the second case, John Healy, hackney car 
driver, residing at Penrose square, was hired on 
Saturday by two young English policemen, to 
drive them to places of interest in the city and 
suburbs, and was told to call at Tuckey street 
Barrack in the evening for his fare. is he 
did, and while he was walking home on foot, 
and only a hundred yards from the barrack, 
a man suddenly caught him by the ehoulder, 
and, presenting a revolver, fired at his head. 
The bullet passed through his left eye, down 
through his neck, and lodged in his right 
shoulder. He was removed to the South In- 
firmary, where the builet was extracted. He is 
unconscious, and in a critical condition. 

_ In the third case, Charles Murphy, residing 
in Thomas street, was walking along James's 
street, home, when he was accosted by two 
men, one of whom presented a revolver and 
the other a weapon like a bayonet. The second 
man drove his weapon through Murphy’s chest, 
and both decamped. The injured man wae con- 
veyed to the Mercy Hospital, where he lies in a 
most critical state.

In a letter to Monsignor M‘Alpine, Clifden, 
the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Tuam ex, 
presses sympathy with the people in their feel- 
ings of horror and indignation which the recent 
doing in Clifden must have awakened in them.

MR. DEVLIN AND IRISH 
UNREST. 


HIS PROPOSED REMEDY. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., was the principal 
speaker yesterday at a St. Patrick’s Day cele- 
bration in Glasgow, when an audience of fully 
five thousand men and women assembled in St. 
Andrew's Hall, under the auspices of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. 

At the outset the gathering endorsed with 
acc.:amation a resolution condemning the pre- 
sent militarist régime in Ireland, and demanding 
the withdrawal of ali British troops. 

Mr. Devlin had an enthusiastic reception. He 
said. that thie meeting in the great City of 
Glasgow was merely a symptom of what was 
going on in every English-speaking city in the 


world where Irishmen were found, and that was 


everywhere. Whatever differences there existed 
to<lay amongst Irishinen as to method, Ireland, 
it was certain” was united from the centre to 
the sea in her passionate hostility to British 
government in Ireland. (Cheers.) If the work- 
ing classes in Scotland allowed the Government 
to crush Ireland to-day, it would be their turn 
to-morrow, and they would deserve it. 

He gave the guarantee now that law could be 
re-established to-morrow, and order as prevalent 
throughout the fair fields of Ireland ae ever it 
was, if they brought back the Black-and-Tans, if 
they withdrew the milgary machine, and if they 
ceased all this hideous and indefensible violence 
against innocent people who had committed no 
crime, except their siar loyalty to Ireland. 
In Ireland to-day one of the nation was 
fighting the Government; the other half was 
cursing it. The whole (hing was a scandal, but 
it would end.

SIR HAMAR GREENWOOD’S 
REPLY. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood congratulated the 
Father of the House on his splendid champion- 
ship of his country. No one had done more in 
his time to bring about the peace that every- 
one ‘desired between Ireland and England. He 
could not follow him in his speech, for it 
would be out of order, but he wished that he 
had the opportunity. He did not stand there 
in sackcloth and ashes for the policy of the 
Government or for the forces of the Crown and 
the loyal and law-abiding in Ireland, which were 
going through the most dangerous and difficult 
period in Irish history. The debate had shown 
that there was no condemnation on ¢he ground 
of want of economy in these estimates. The 
criticisms had been restricted to the grant of 
£900, under the head of “ Publicity.’"” It was 
asked for to complete payments of the staff 
engaged in publicity work in Ireland and the 
Irish Office in England. It did not constitute 
by any means the total expenditure. He 
wanted the money t carry him on to the end 
of the financial year, and the main estimates 
would come on soon after setting out in detail 
the names and amounts. They were just start- 
ing it, because he felt for some time the need 
of this, and this was put down to help him in 
starting it. What he had in his mind in this 

ublicity was not what Mr. O'Connor thought. 
To-day there was no such thing as a tied Press. 
[t was becoming more and more independent, 
and it was natural that representatives of 
great journals of this country and the world 
should come to Ireland for information. He 
had no doubt that they went to Sinn Fein 
leaders ; they certainly went to Dublin Castle. 
It was essential to have someone—several men 
—accustomed to deal with journalists who would 
escort them round Ireland, introduce them to 
anybody whom they wished to speak to, give 
them the Government case, and provide, if 
necessary, motor cars and escorts, because in 
certain parts of Ireland it was a risky business 
to travel around for information. With the 
exception of one man, there had never been a 
complaint in reference to the treatment of 
journalists from any newspaper in the world. 

NO EASY TASK. 

In certain parts of Ireland murder and other 

rievous incidents were taking place, and the 
Naas was entitled to the fullest information 
upon any of those events. The criticisn, waa 
freely offered that he did not disclose every- 
thing, but he did his best. It was not easy to 
get well informed. A man was shot in the 
dark, a fight occurred, houses were burned; 
other people were shot, and there wad gener. 
ally a mélée. Next day the Chief Secretary 
was expected to know the sequence of events, 
the effect, the cause, and the culprits. He 
wished that he could find the culprite in every 
case. Surely the Committee could see that i: 
was to his interest to punish the culprits, who- 
ever they were. The O’Connor case had been 
quoted, and to show the difficulty of answer. 
ing quickly allegations of the most gruesome 
character he would give the facta from a 
memorandum received from the General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief in the area. The original 
delay took place on account of the military 
hearing nothing about the death until it was 
brought to their notice by himself.

He was impressed by the demand for greater 
publicity in the House for the country and 
for the world. He was also impressed by the 
request to make known the results of inquiries, 
but tnere were many kinds of inquiries. He 
could assure the House that with reference to 
the great mass of inquiries there was no secrecy, 
and he would do his best to inform the House 
better than it had been in the past of the re- 
sult, of their findings, but he must always re- 
serve a discretion, because of the fundamental! 
fact that a part of Ireland was in rebellion, 
and, unless they wished to tie the hands of the 
Government in putting down the rebellion, they 
must leave the Government some discretion in 
dealing with a particular kind of inquiry. 
(Cheers.) 

Captain Wedgwood Benn said that the Chief 
Secretary had declared himself in favour of 
publieity because the world wanted to know the 
truth about events in Ireland, but he had de- 
clined absolutely to publish the findings of the 
inquiry into the burning of Cork. (Opposition 
cheers.) The condition of things in Ireland was 
becoming worse, and there was now more 
murders on both sides than there had been dur- 
ing any period of the whole history of the pre 
ser@ AdMinistration. Before he voted for the 
£900 he. wanted to know how the Chief Secre- 
tary would distribute the facts? 

Sir Hamar Greenwood said that he it 
would be possible to publish the information to 
the Press within twenty-four hours, and he was 
thinking of issuing the fiidings of military 
courts, etc., in a White Paper to the House. 

Mr. Hogg said that he wished the facts to be 
published officially. 

Captain Elliott said that, as there was 
evidently a desire that there should be publicity, 
he would withdraw his amendment. 

This. was met with loud cries of “No” from 
the Labour benches, and the House went to a 
division. 

The amendment of Captain Elliott was re- 
jected by 174 votes to 24, and the Vote passed 

y 166 votes,to 20. . 


THE RESIDENT MAGISTRACY. 


Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy moved a 
reduction of £600 on the next Vote for Resident, 
Magistrates, and complained of the -delay in 
bringing te trial eo which w were 
accused. He asked ether Mr. Brady, "the 
Resident Magistrate, who gave evidence on the 
shooting of Canon Magner, had had his 
house raided by Auxiliaries, and had left 
the country, as he was advised’ by 
the Chief Secretary's responsible officers. 

Mr. Denis Henry said that in these appoint- 
ments they looked fret for a brave man

the better. The choice of police officers was a 
practice that had gone on for a great many 
years, and these men had been invariably «atis. 
factory, because they were administering a code 
with which og § were familiar, and had a con- 
siderable legal knowledge before they were ap- 

ointed police officers. As to the case of Mr. 
Brady, he got leave and went to Belfast, 
probably thinking that he would be safer there 
than in the South of Ireland. The man’s 
nerves were broken down, not as the result of 
any raid, but ae a result of the d scene 
in which he was a participant.
